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"a horn-like body having a front; a rear; a center; a central portion; a chamber 
defined in the rear and having an inner wall; a tubular part defined in the central portion 
of the horn-like body concentrically around the center, having an inner wall and 
communicating with the chamber; and two recesses defined respectively at 
diametrically opposite sides of the inner wall of the tubular part;" and "two notches 
defined on diametrically opposite sides of the outer surface cover; two buttons movably 
mounted respectively in the notches and respectively having a distal end and a barb 
formed on the distal end and engaging the corresponding recess," in combination with 
the other limitations set forth in the independent claim.
